“IN THE beginning God creat­ 
ed the heaven and the earth.” 
This is the very first verse in our 
Bible, as is fitting. The lesson is 
about the creation of this, our 
earth, as told in the first chapter 
of Genesis, and the first verse of 
the second chapter. 
No one knows when the earth 
was created, although there have 
been many guesses. That it was 
the work of an intelligent being, 
no one can doubt. Man may have 
an occasional idea that he could 
have made some certain things 
better than they were made in the 
first place, but this boast is usu­ 
ally heard from young students 
in college years. Later, when the 
universe is further and extensive­ 
ly studied, the only feeling one can 
possibly have about its marvelous 
structure and working is one of 
awe and worship. The arguments 
of the callow college youth sound 
foolish and sacreligtous. 
“And the earth was without 
form and void; and darkness was 
upon the face of the deep. And the 
Spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the water*." 
Everyone should learn these 
verse* by heart for their rich lit­ 
erary and poetic value, as well as 
because they ire the beginning of 
the Bible. Can you picture this be­ 
ginning of things, all darkness, 
without form, but upon the face 
of the deep “the Spirit of God 
moved.” 
Then God said, “Let there be 
light.” And there was light. God 
divided this light from the dark­ 
ness and called the light day and 
the darkness night, and the eve­ 
ning and the morning were the 
first day. 
24-Hour Day or Period? 
We do not know whether this 
wa* a day as we know it. or a 
period of time. There have been 
many arguments pro and con, but 
neither theory can be proved. We 
should recall that days of 12 
hours and 24 hours were not in 
existence until the appearance of 
the sun on the fourth day, so it 
would seem to indicate that they 
were longer than the days** we 
know them. 
Now our references jump to the 
creation of animals on the sixth 
dty. "And God said let the earth 


bring forth th* tiving creature 
after hi* kind, cattle, and creep­ 
ing thing!, and beast of the earth 
after hi* kind; and it wa* to." 
After this wa* don* God found it 
to be good.

"Ground wheat and ground com 
in self feeders, and Dr. Hines min­ 
eralized supplement, with plenty 
of water close to the feeders, good 
white clover and bluegrass pas­ 
ture, and very good scenery in 
these hills of Ross county is the 
explanation,” he said. 
Then he told me that only three 
or four months ago many of his 
porker* were not doing well, so 
he tried adding the 
mineralized 
supplement, that has essential vit­ 
amine* and 
minerals in it, after 
worming them by 
using gelatin 
like capsules; and they “snapped 
out of it” in a hurry, as he ex­ 
pressed it. He thinks that no one 
can afford to neglect the mineral 
and vitamine content of the ration 
for hogs, or for any livestock; and 
♦hat worm 
treatment should be 
given to every pig, when it la eight 
or nine w'eekx old, even if you are 
rotating your hog lots.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Treatment of Various Kinds 
Of July Fourth Injuries 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
AS WE NOTED yesterday, th* 
Fourth of July is still a day of 
some menace in spite of the im­ 
provement which has occurred 
from legislative restriction in the 
ut* of dangerous fireworks. 
The treatment of Fourth of July 
injuries falls into three headings:

one consists of the simple bum* or 
injuries. The** may he due to th* 
most innocent looking type of fire­ 
works such as the little sizzlers 
and sparklers. Most of th* injuries 
are hums and can be treated at 
boma by simple first-aid mea*- 
uret: the application of sterile oil 
and grease, such as vaaelfiie, and 
a sterile dressing. 
Physician Needed 
The second type obviously re- 
quires the attention of a physi­ 
cian such aa when the ej t or finger 
or other member is injured or mu­ 
tilated. 
The third consists of wounds of 
any kind in which there is a possi­ 
bility of contamination with lock­ 
jaw. Forty or BO years ago this 
was a great menace of the Fourth 
of July but the use of tetanus anti­ 
toxin has reduced this to almost 
tqpp, although there were two 
deaths in 1940 and one in 1341 
from lockjaw following a Fourth 
of July injury. 
Of course, a doctor will be allied 
and he will wish to give tetanus 
anti-toxin. Frequently a parent or 
tha patient will object to the use 
of this anti-toxin on a general ba­ 
sis which th* laity usually uses 
as a form o f superstition against 
serums. It is this form of super­ 
stition that I principally want to 
preach against today. 
Our reduction in the death rate 
from lockjaw in Fourth of July 
wounds has been due very lamely 
to the insistence of the medical 
profession on giving tetanus anti­ 
toxin on suspicion in every case of 


sn open wound in which thor* Ie 
the possibility that it has baas 
contaminated by street dirt. 


Fr cess I ion la Usa 
There Is only one precsvttott 
which should be taken In connec­ 
tion with the aa* of tetanus anti­ 
toxin. This is that the doctor 
should 
inquire 
very 
carefully 
whether the patient bas ever had 
tetanus anti-toxin before or n^t. 
With its wjdtppread use in the 
part IO or 15 years it is quite pos­ 
sible that an individual has re­ 
ceived a dose. 
No matter how long before this 
may have happened, to give an­ 
other dose of the toxin ii danger­ 
ous because of the horse or animal 
serum in which tha anti-toxin us 
contained. To giv* a dote of horse 
Forum on top of another dose. even 
if years have intervened, la to in­ 
vite tha condition known as ana­ 
phylaxis which may bring os 
asthma or even death. 
The armed forces of the United 
States and Canada are protected 
•gainst lockjaw by the use of a 
substance known as toxoid which 
ii similar to diphtheria toxoid. 
They get an injection of this at th* 
time of their induction into serv­ 
ice. With the great hazard of lac­ 
erated wounds which may be con­ 
taminated with street or barnyard 
dirt, this protection is very neces­ 
sary. Since toxuid contains little or 
no animal Forum, the precautions 
described above are not necessary.

Circleville board of education is 
expected to discuss at its next 
meeting the possibility of delaying 
opening of school in 
September 
until late in the month to permit 
many high school pupils to partici­ 
pate in canning factory work 
which 
reaches 
its 
peak 
that 
month. 
§everal members of the board 
of education have reported that 
such action is probable, the board 
taking into consideration the need 
for full cooperation with the “Food 
For Freedom" program in which 
all canning factories are playing 
important roles, and at the same 
time deciding that many boys of 
high school age can use to excell­ 
ent advantage money they will re­ 
ceive from the factory jobs. 
The corn pack will be in full 
swing in late August and Septem­ 
ber. 
In order to make up any time 
lost by starting school late in Sep­ 
tember school officials are viewing 
possibility of 
conducting classes 
six days weekly, or eliminating vir­ 
tually all holidays. 
On the other hand rural school 
administrators are 
weighing the 
possibility of opening their classes 
earlier than usual next Fall and 
permitting pupils a 
week’s fur­ 
lough to take jobs in the com 
pack if they are available. 
Nothing definite has been done 
by either city 
or county boards, 
but action 
during the next few 
week* is entirely probable.

Dr. A D. Blackburn, Pickaway 
county health commissioner for 
the last five years, was employed 
Friday afternoon by 
the county 
board of health for another two 
year contract. The new contract, 
made with no change in salary, be­ 
comes effective September I. 
Prior to becoming health com­ 
missioner, Dr. Blackburn headed 
schools of New Holland. 
Reports of the county health of­ 
fice were submitted to the board 
covering the 
last month’s work 
and comparing costs 
of 
public 
health service in 39 counties of 
Pickaway’s size. 
The chart, is­ 
sued by lbs state for 1939, shows 
Pickaway county far below the 
average in expenditures. 
Per capita cost in 
Pickaway 
county in that year was 32.3 cents 
per person, 
while only Hardin 
county and Ross and Chillicothe 
combined were lower. Top in the 
list was Marion county where the 
cost was $1.41 per person. 
Scarlet fever in the county has 
subsided, the board was told, only 
one case reported under quaran­ 
tine. 
Eight families were 
released 
from quarantine during the month 
and one new 
case was reported 
during that period. This case oc­ 


curred in a family where there had 
been a previous case. 
Several cases of suspected pul­ 
monary tuberculosis were examin­ 
ed in the office. 
Two akin teat! 
were made, five x-ravs were made 
at Berger hospital, three patients 
were examined by Dr. M. D. Mill­ 
er, Franklin County sanatorium, 
and one case was admitted to the 
sanatorium for treatm ent. 
Arrangements were made for a 
phronic operation on one tubercu­ 
losis patient at Mt. Logan Sana­ 
torium, Chillicothe. Reports were 
received from all patients receiv­ 
ing treatment at Ohio State sana­ 
torium, Mt. Vernon, O.; Avalon 
sanatorium, 
Mt. 
Vernon; 
Jane 
Case 
sanatorium, 
Delaware; 
Franklin County sanatorium; Co­ 
lumbus; and Mt. Logan sanator­ 
ium, Chillicothe. 
One crippled child was examin­ 
ed in the office and referred to 
Clyde W. Dawson, orthopedic sur­ 
geon at White Cross hospital, for 
examination. Dr. Dawson recom­ 
mended 
hospitalization 
for thia 
child for three months. 
The case 
was referred to the probate court 
and committed to the state. 


LABOR SHORTAGE 
W ar chiefs apprehensively ex­ 
pect the real pinch In labor short­ 
age to develop this Fall—unless 
the Man Power Board takes force­ 
ful measures to avert such a cri­ 
sis. 
So far MPB has done little con­ 
crete. 
It has pow-wowed fre­ 
quently 
and 
lengthily, 
issued 
some generalized pronouncements. 
But it has yet to institute any spe­ 
cific measures to provide the ad­ 
ditional millions of workers who 
will be needed as the stupendous 
war production program moves 
into peak stride. 
Experts 
estimate 
that 
more 
than 5,000,000 additional workers 
will be needed in thia new indus­ 
trial army. 
That is, 5,000,000 
more than now are employed in 
war plants. 
With employment already at an 
all-time record, new aources of la­ 
bor supply must be tapped. These 
source*, according to the experts, 
are (I) women; (2) workers em­ 
ployed 
in 
non-war 
(consumer 
goods) industries; (3) youths un­ 
der draft age. 
Still another major labor pool 
listed by the experts is longer 
working hours. This is a very hot 
potato and will have to be han­ 
dled gingerly. But sooner or later 
it will have to be faced — both 
by the government and by the 
unions.
